NEWARK, N. J., 
October 3, 1918. 


A regular meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of Newark, N. J., 
was held on the above date in the 
Council Chamber, City Hall, Newark, 
at 11 o’clock a. m. 

Present —- Commissioners Archi- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Mayor Gil- 
len. 

Absent —- Commissioner Raymond 
on account of illness. 

The minutes of the meeting of 
September 26th, 1918, were read and 
approved. 


Judge Elwood C. Hunt, of Hast 
Orange, N. J., appeared before the 
Board and offered to sell to the city, 
on behalf of Mr. Albert Storms, his 
client, 171 acres of land adjoining 
the water shed. He stated his client 
would be willing to sell the prop- 
erty to the city at $50.00 per acre, 
or $8,100, for the entire tract. He 
stated the farm has always been 
kept in good shape so far as pollu- 
tion is concerned. He also offered 
to sell, on behalf of Eugene Kim- 
ball, 47 acres of land adjoining the 
water shed for $4,500. 

Commissioner Brennan moved that 
the offer be referred to the Director 
of Streets and: Public Improvements 
with the suggestion that the matter 
had been brought to the attention 
of the Board and early action re- 
quested.

Whereas Charles P. Gillen, Mayor 
and Director of Public Affairs of the 
City of Newark, has issued a procla- 
mation to the effect that on and after 
October 21 all churches, theatres, 
schools and other places in which 
people congregate during the period 
of the influenza epidemic may be 
opened as usual after that date for 
the reason that in his judgment no 
influenza epidemic now exists in said 
city, resolved that in the judgment of 
this board and after examination and 
consideration of the latest reports 
from said city, the epidemic still pre- 
vails in the city of Newark to a very 


alarming extent and requires the 
continued enforcement of the order 
of the Director of Health of the State 
of New Jersey of October 5, 1918, 
notwithstanding said proclamation, 
resolved that all citizens of Newark 
are called upon to obey said order in 
all respects until the further order of 
the Director of Health of the State of 
New “Jersey; 


RESOLVED, That the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark 
and the Police Department be and 
they are required to enforce said 
order until the same be revoked by 
the Director of Health of the State of 
New Jersey; . 


RESOLVED, That it is the sense of 
this Board that the Mayor of the City 
of Newark and its Director of Public 
Affairs has no authority or power to 
override or nullify the action of the 
Director of Health of the State of 
New Jersey and of this Board in any 
matter relating to the general health 
of the State or in measures taken for 
the control of epidemics existing 
therein.

Commissioner Raymond: Commis- 
sioner Archibald and myself have re- 
ceived a series of telegrams from MT. 
J. C. Price, representing the State 
Board of Health. Commissioners 
Brennan and Monahan have also re- 
ceived them. These two gentlemen 
are home ill and Commissioner 
Archibald and I feel we should look 
into this matter. We'ʻhave prepared 
a joint statement which I will read 
myself, I think it fully covers our 
position. 

We have received a series of tele- 
grams from Doctor J. C. Price, rep- 
resenting the State Board of Health, 
and have given the matters referred 
to therein our very serious considera- 
tion. We observe that by the resolu- 
tion of the State Board the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark 
are required to enforce a certain 
order of the Board of Health made 


October 5th, 1918. We are advised 
by the city counsel that all the 
powers of the Board of Health of the 
City of Newark are vested in the 
Director of the Department of Public 


` Affairs, Mayor Charles P. Gillen, and 


that we are, therefore, without any 
power to exercise any functions of 
that Board. The only action which 
the City Commissioners could take 
would consist in either removing him 
as Mayor and thereby as Director of 
the Department of Public Affairs, or 
removing from his control the mat- 
ters of the Board of Health and the 
City Hospital and assigning them to 
some other department. We do not 
feel that the time is ripe for such 
action for the reason that under 
section four (4), paragraph D of “An 
Act to increase the efficiency of Pub» 
lic Health protection in this State, to 
abolish the State Board of Health 
and to prescribe and define the pow- 
ers and duties of such department 
approved April 14th, 1915,” it is the 
duty of the State Board to call the 
attention of the local health authori- 
ties to any-failure on their part to 
enforce the laws of the State or the 
State Sanitary Code and afford them. 
an opportunity to explain their fail- 
ure, if after a hearing it hnds no 
good reason exists for the failure of 
the loca! health authorities to en- 
force the law or the sanitary code it 
shall issue an order directing them 
so to do. If the local health authori- 
ties fail to comply with such order 
the Department of Health shall take 
such action as may be necessary to 
perform the acts specified in the 
order.” It further provides that the 
expense of such enforcement by the 
State authorities.shall be borne by 
the city in which such action is 
taken. We feel, therefore, that for 
present purposes the matter is in the 
hands of the State Board of Health 
and until the hearing provided for 
in the law and a determination 
reached we skould:not act. We are 
prepared, however, to take such 
action as may be necessary after the 
remedies provided for in the law 
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have been resorted to by the State 
Board of Health.

Mayor Gillen: As head of the 
Health Department and Mayor of the 
City, I have no apologies to make 
for the manner in which we handled 
the influenza epidemic. 

Weeks before the epidemic came 
and before the State Department of 
Health woke up, I introduced and 
had passed an ordinance making the 
disease reportable. Subsequently, 
and still weeks in advance of the 
epidemic and while the State Board 
was still asleep, I called a meeting 
of doctors, nurses, representatives of 
all hospitals, and others interested in 
health matters, at my office. We dis- 
cussed influenza and formulated a 
plan to combat it should it become 
epidemic in the City of Newark. 

When the epidemic came we were 
fully prepared. We mobilized and 
organized all of our medical and 
» nursing forces; had all hospitals co- 
operating; opened an emergency 
hospital; compelled the ventilating, 
cleaning and disinfecting of street 
cars, buses and other public convey- 
ances, and commenced the manufac- 
ture in our own laboratory, under 
the direction of the City Bacteriolo- 
gist, Dr. Connolly, of thousands of 
doses of vaccine, which we are sup- 
plying all the doctors of Newark with 
free, and which we are supplying 
to military camps and nearby munic- 
ipalities. 

Then the State Board issued or- 
ders, through the newspapers, that 
churches, theatres and other public 
places of congregation must be 
closed. I have never been served 
with any official orders of any char- 
acter by the State Board. The 
State Board has never conferred nor 
consulted with me on this epidemic. 
The State Board did not know my 
views, nor I its, except such as might 
have been more or less correctly re- 
ported in newspapers. Nevertheless, 
I ordered the closing of all places 
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specified in the order supposed to 
have been sent out by the State 
Board of Health, believing that the 
members of that Board knew what 
they were talking about, and that 
we might, by closing down the places 
specified by the State Board, be in a 
better position to fight the epidemic. 


During the days we were close in 
Newark, New York was wide open; 
the city continually thronged; Lib- 
erty Loan rallies everywhere, thea- 
tres and other public places wide 
open and crowded; a great parade 
on Columbus Day, witnessed by hun- 
dreds of thousands of people packed 
together along the line of march. 
President Wilson participated in this 
parade, and with all that going on 
in New York, a city right beside us 
and with ten times more congestion 
than we have, the death rate and dis- 
ease rate were lower than in New- 
ark, and Newark closed. 


I have talked with many doctors 
on this subject and they all agree 
that it is the most foolish and ridicu- 
lous order ever issued, to close down 
certain public places of the City 
where people congregate and to al- 
low department stores, cars, factories 
and other buildings to remain open, 
but if New York remains wide open 
and has no epidemic, why should 
Newark close anything? I claim 
that the closing order did more to 
help the disease than to fight it. It 
brought gloom and misery and it 
scared people who were slightly af- 
flicted into a serious illness. Dr. 
Connolly, the City Bacteriologist, a 
distinguished authority on these mat- 
ters, told me today that in a certain 
community some years ago, where an 
epidemic broke out, everything was 
done to scare the people, many 
deaths resulted, and he said it was 
claimed afterward that one-third of 
the people died of the disease and 
two-thirds died of fright. Dr. Con- 
nolly also informed me that in the 
city of San Francisco, ten years ago, 
a plague was brought there by Chi- 
nese rats, and became epidemic in 


the Chinese quarters. A Government 
medical man in charge at that time 
tried to close the city down, as the 
State Board is trying to do now. He 
was superseded by Rupert Blue, now 
the Surgeon General of a Federal 
medical agency. 

I kept the city closed for eleven 
days, at the end of which time the 
influenza rate had dropped to such 
an extent that, after discussing the 
matter with health authorities and 
with doctors, I became thoroughly 
convinced on this medical advice that 
the epidemic had ceased, and as I 
deny the right of any State Board or 
any other person on earth to come 
into a great city like Newark and 
close it down on the pretext that an 
epidemic exists, and an epidemic 
does not exist, I thereupon declared 
the ban lifted. Since that time there 
has been a decrease in the disease, 
and the latest reports show that it is 
only a question of days when it is 
completely stamped out. . 

These country doctors constituting 
the State Board of Health, I am told, 
ride into Trenton on loads of hay, 
and without consulting anyone they 
try to order the best doctors in our 
city, who know more about these dis- 
eases in one minute than the State 
members know in a year, to do the 
things that are ridiculous and fool- 
ish. After I had declared the epi- 
demic ended the State Board, at the 
suggestion and dictation of the lying 
Newark Evening News, attempts to 
enforce again this outrageous clos- 
ing order. 

Do you Commissioners realize how 
drastic a step it is to close churches 
to which people go to hear the word 
of God, and to close business places 
of all kinds? Hundreds of Newark 
business men, closed down as a re- 
sult of the State order, communi- 
cated with me and told me they were 
going into bankruptcy unless the ban 
was lifted. Do you realize what a 
terrible drastic thing it is to walk 
into a man’s place of business, and 
to shut it up without any good rea- 
son, but on the advice of the coun- 


try doctors and the Newark Evening 
News. This is the kind of an order 
that might be issued in Russia while 
the Czar was still in bloom, but not 
in “Free America,” and the Ameri- 
can people are not in the temper at 
this moment to stand for any such 
outrageous interference with their 
constitutional rights. If I did not 
Lit the ban at the time I did I would 
be acting in a criminal manner, be- 
cause I knew the epidemic had 
ceased, and I knew that the closing 
order had interfered with our fight 
against the disease instead of help- 
ing us, and I knew that the interests 
of Newark and of our citizens de- 
manded that the ban be immediately 
lifted. 

Probably one-third or one-half of 
the municipalities of New Jersey did 
not obey the order of the State 
Board of Health. The city of Ho- 
boken never closed. The State Board 
of Health knew this, yet it did not 
interfere with any of these munici- 
palities, and simply got after me in 
Newark on the misrepresentation of 
Wallace Scudder of the Newark 
News, and his hirelings. I have done 
my official duty in this matter. What- 
ever my fellow commissioners may 
think of my actions, and whatever 
they may do in regard to my actions 
is their business, but they should 
proceed carefully. Personally, I will 
never allow any lying newspaper, 
like the Newark Evening News, to 
control or dictate my actions in pub- 
lic or private life. I have served the 
City of Newark for six years, during 
which time I defy any crook or liar 
to point to any public act of mine 
that was contrary to the benefit of 
the City of Newark, or to the wel- 
fare of its people. Every task as- 
signed me has been honestly done, 
and every public duty placed upon 
my shoulders has been honestly dis- 
charged. No country doctors are go- 
ing to elose this city. Able counsel 
are prepared in Newark to prevent 
any false step that these rural gentle- 


men might contemplate.
